The Macdonald hotel has been accorded 
a concession in taxes. The Cristall hotel 
has been given a tax concession, 

And the owners of the Tegler and the 
Macleod buildings, now opposed to the Det- 
wiler plan, were loaned $125,000 and $500,- 
000 respectively by the city to complete 
their structures years ago. 

The practice of giving assistance to 
valuable downtown development is tradi- 
tional in Edmonton. 

Moreover, the city has everything to 
gain by expediting this project. In park- 
ing facilities alone, the saving to Edmon- 
ton will be tremendous. 

In the past 20 years motor cars have 
doubled in number while street capacities 
have only increased by 10 per cent. 

In midtown New York, parking costs 
from $1.00 to $1.50 per hour and Manhat- 
tan merchants suffer from it as in the case 
of Wanamaker’s downtown store which 
had a deficit of $1,000,000 last year. 

Under the Detwiler plan, Edmonton 
gets ample parking facilities for every 
downtown merchant. 

And it costs the city and the taxpayer 
not a single cent. 


Race Tracks Must Give Service 


Opposition in Edmonton to the estab- 
lishment of a second race track here must 
not be construed as an invitation to the 
Edmonton Exhibition Association to give 
the public as much or as little service as 


it chooses. 
The Association must give the same 


service that a private company would have 
to give. 

It has been stated that one of the pur- 
poses of those seeking incorporation of a 
company to build a second track is to se- 
cure conveniences for patrons which are 
common in other cities and which the Ex- 
hibition Association does not offer in 
Edmonton. The extent of the support 
given the bill in the legislature indicates 
how widely that view is held. 

For instance, a four-furlong track is 
not long enough to facilitate the best 
racing. It does not secure the best speeds 
and when it does not secure the best 
speeds, it does not attract the best horses. 

The projected company plans to build 
a six-furlong track. If the new company is 


not permitted to go ahead, the Exhibition 
Association should be required to provide 
the extra touches, including a six-furlong 
track, which the new company would have 
offered the public. 

Another poifit of convenience in the 
establishment of which the Exhibition 
Association has been remiss is a clubhouse. 

Almost every race track in any city 
comparable with Edmonton has a club- 
house and all the comforts that go with it. 

In the old grandstand, now being re- 
placed, the arrangement of betting wickets 
was so poor that it was a major undertak- 
ing for a patron to lay a wager and return 
to his seat. 

It is to be hoped the new grandstand 
will be so arranged as to facilitate the 
laying of bets because accessibility of bet- 
ting wickets is important to the volume of 
revenue. 


If the Exhibition Association is to be ° 
given first chance at the racing enthusi- 
Associa- 


ast’s pocketbook, the Exhibition 
tion should be prepared to give the same 
facilities to the racing enthusiast as the 
new company would have done. 


Far Too Much Deadhead Mail 


The hint thrown out by Finance Minis- 
ter Douglas Abbott in his budget speech, 
that the franking privileges, under which 
the government departments use the 
facilities of the Canadian post office for 
nothing, may soon be discontinued is good 
news for the Canadian people. 

No figures have been released showing 
what volume of mail is carried each year 
on these parliamentary franks. 

But if the quantity of franked mail that 
comes into newspaper offices givés any 
indication, the post office must carry tons 
of it for free every month. 

All this is carried at the public expense. 
The cost of transporting every ounce of 
this matter comes out of the public pocket- 
book because, since the post office is a 
self-supporting department, the mail that

does bear stamps must pay also for the 
deadhead letters and parcels. 

The fact that the basic postage rate re- 
mains at the war level of four cents might 
be due, partly, to the cost of carrying dead- 
head matter. 

It will probably be argued that if this 
franked “mail is made to bear stamps, the 
public will pay for it anyway because de- 
partmental costs will go up. 

But that is not entirely true because if 
the cost of mailing the carloads of obscure 
reports that now go out on franks had to 
appear in departmental estimates, it is 
doubtful if half as much of it would be des- 
patched. 

It is necessary that the public be kept 
informed. But when such mail is carried 
for nothing, the public is sometimes mor¢ 
than just informed. 

Sometimes it is positively deluged.

Being Dissipated 


The West German government, 
acting on the lead in Mr. Ache- 
son's San Francisco speech, has 
taken the proper step toward 
German unity. Obviously, if there 
are to be all-German elections 
they cannot be held to elect rep- 
resentatives to the two existing 
and contradictory governments. 
They must be held to create a 
constituent assembly to draft a 
new constitution for the whole 
nation, this then to be accepted 
or rejected by a national refer- 
endum, 

It is safe to predict that no 
such elections will take place in 
any foreseeable future, because 
the Russians and their East 
German puppets will not co- 
operate. Although “German Un- 
ity” is their perpetual slogan, 
their “unity” is exactly equated 
with the triumph of Communism. 
Communism, however, is not to 
be achieved by free elections in 
Germany or anywhere else. The 
Russian concept of unification 
can be achieved only by beating 
down German morale and making 
it impossible for any non-Com- 
munist government or economy 
to function, thus inheriting chaos 
and collapse. 

Nevertheless, the Bonn plan 
gives the west the initiative in 
a move to translate the slogan 
of reunification into the propo- 
sition of an actual deed. It puts 
the East German government 
on the defensive. 

But the western political of- 
fensive is gravely weakened by 
the attitude of the French. U.S. 
observers have already suggested 
that’ western Germans may be 
taking too much for granted if 
they anticipate unqual ified 
French approval for measures 
that could lead to German unity. 


West Lacks 
Firm Policy 


The shocking thing is that the 
western allies do not have, them- 
selves, a firm common policy on 
the German question, and the 
American warning publishes the 
fact to Germans and the world.

Old Ways Outdated 
For Swindle Sheet 


I am buying myself a beret, 
corduroy trousers and pipe. This 
is commonly assumed to be the 
habit of writers of fiction and I 
now place myself in that cate- 
gory. I have been toiling over 
the expense account for my re- 
cent trip. And, if I say so my- 
self, it's a work of some consider- 
able imagination, 

It has to be good to get by the 
corps of private eyes who sczut- 
inize what we laughingly call 
“the swindle sheet.” Years of 
dealing with the moody, crafty 
geniuses of the editorial depart- 
ments have given the men in the 
business office of newspapers a 
deep-rooted suspicion that petty 
larcency goes hand-in-hand with 
petty literature 

In the early days you used to 
be able to get away with a few 


rudimentary tricks, all in the 
spirit of good, clean fun, of 
course, A reporter on a trip, 


for example, could have all his 
meals in his room, including 
breakfast in bed, so that they 
would be absorbed in his hotel 
bill. He would then put “meals” 
under a separate heading and be 
able to show a modest profit on 
his return, 


It Now Requires 
Subtler Technique 


But nowadays such a crude 
dodge would be spotted immedi- 
ately and it is almost impossible 
to turn an honest dollar without 
resorting to subtler techniques, 

One soon learns for example, 
that accountants (like women 
shuppers) are full of distrust 
for even figures. An item such as 
“Entertainment—$10" will never 
pass these human lie detectors, 
yet somehow they never chal- 
lenge a figure like $9.84 or $11.19. 
It takes a little longer adding up 
your figures, but it’s worth it. 

“Entertainment” is not really 
a good example since this item 
is automatically suspected and 
you are likely to be asked “For 
whom?” Thus It is best to make 
entertainment what we call a “hid- 
den” item and many a gay even- 
ing has masqueraded as laund- 
ry” or good old “inciglentals” in 
Ottawa alone and some interest- 
ing laundry in Paris. 


Tips Remove 
Hope of Profit

Fear Can 


Lose Power 


That the power relationships 
have changed so utterly since 
1930, that only German Commun. 
ists could dream of an idea whick 
could only make Germany an- 
other s@rvile Russian colony, 
and that only a weak and divided 
west could drive Germany to 
such a suicidal step, does not 
exorcise the French obsession 
The ruling spirit in France is 
fear—always the worst af coun- 
selors. For nations, like persons, 
bring upon themselves precisely 
what they fear—losing, through 
fearful hesitations, the opportun- 
ities to avert catastrophe. And 
this has been characteristic of 
France since 1918. 

Thus, while we see in the east 
a united political front, achieved 
by whatever ruthless oppressions 
and sacrifices of national and 
community interest, the west is 
not united, and it is the weaker 
who frustrate the stronger.
